SUBJECT: Security of CIA Documents Made Available to the 
Clark Committee Task Force 


1. Over the past two months many documents containing highly 
sensitive information about CIA have been made available, upon re- 
quest, to those members of the Clark Committee who have been given 
special CIA security clearance. These documents have been channeled 
through a secretary, L______} provided by CIA, who has 
recorded them and placed them in a safe under her custody in a CIA 
pbuilding. These documents have been logged out to cleared members 
of the Clark Committee, specifically Colonel Herman Lane, USA Ret.3; 
Colonel Eugene Miller, USA Reg.3 and Mr. John McGruder, who sometimes 
return them to[[.__] and sometimes place them in safes under 
their keeping in the same CIA pbuilding. 


2, Tam sure you are well aware of the responsibilities of 
the Director to the President and the Congress, under Public Law 110, 
in regard to the protection of sources and methods in connection with 
the functioning of CIA and, as the survey has now reached the report 
drafting stage, we are concerned with the security problem of how 
best to be assured that the documents needed by the CIA cleared 
members of the Task Force, as well as certain working members, can be 


readily available to them and, at the same time, conform to established 


security precautions. There are two ways this can be done: 


a. The CIA documents can continue to be kept in a CIA 
building, in safes to which your CIA cleared Task Force members 
only have the combination, where they will be available for 
reference purposes twenty-four hours a day; or, if this is too 
cumbersome a procedure, 


b. Establish a twenty-four-hour-a-day guard at your 
offices in the GAO Building, over safes which would be used 
exclusively for the GIA material and be accessible only to 
CIA cleared members of the Clark Committee.

Of the two alternatives, it is obvious that the former would be the 
least expensive. In either case, I would naturally expect all material 
signed out to the Committee to be returned.
